Remarks by the Selectmen. 


The Selectmen in presenting their report earnestly invite a 
thorough, careful examination of the same. It has been our 
constant purpose to transact the affairs of the Town upon 
‘business principles, and meet emergencies (and they have been 
numerous) with the best judgment at our command. 


Believing in the wisdom and expediency of having good streets, 
the Board has sought to place our streets in the best possible 
‘condition, so far as the means at our disposal would permit. We 
‘expended a considerable sum on North Main Street, which was 
very much out of repair. <A large amount of the material on 
that street was removed and used in grading several streets in 
the vicinity, thereby rendering them better and safer for public 
travel. In our reconstruction of North Main Street broken 
stone was used over the entire roading, so far onward as we 
carried the work. While the substantial construction of our 
streets is somewhat expensive we believe it is the best policy to 
pursue, in the interest of true economy and good streets; and we 
would recommend that whatever improvements may be instituted 
on our streets in the future, that it be done thoroughly and 
substantially. 

* * # * 


In our judgemert no proper expenditure of public money 
yields greater returns than that applied to sidewalks, and 
especially those constructed of concrete. Good and substantial 
‘sidewalks add very considerably to the attractiveness of the 
streets and to the convenience of the people. We trust that the 
work of building and the extension of sidewalks will continue 
year by year, until every section of the town will be reached. 
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The appropriation for police protection has been unavoidably 
overdrawn. We could hardly see how the police force could be 
reduced, except at the probable expense of public safety and 
good order. The known existence of an efficient force of police 
inspires public confidence and-serves to hold in check a certain 
per cent. of would-be offenders, usually existing in large com- 
munities. We would recommend an increased appropriation for 
the forthcoming year. 


xe * * * 


The appropriation for Street Lighting was $4,000 to pay for 
the year and a back bill of $400. The Selectmen changed six 
are lights for incandescents on Central, South Main, Summer and 
North Main Streets, and we consider the incandescent lights put 
in of greater value to the entire community, and we would 
recommend that the Town make a contract with the Electric 
Light Co. for five are and two hundred and fifty incandescents 
and six gas, the cost not to exceed $3,500. As the Town is 
lighted at present, we do not consider that we receive what we 
should for the money expended. The number of street lights 
are six gas, twenty-six arc and one hundred and seven incan- 
descents. We have endeavored to obtain from the Superinten- 
dent of the Electric Co. a price per light, but have not received 
an answer from him. 


The town appropriated ($2000) two thousand dollars to finish 
West Central street; also voted that the work be done by con- 
tract under the direction of the selectmen. To carry out the 
wishes of the citizens, we advertised for bids. In response, we 
received five bids. Mr. E. P. McGillicuddy being the lowest bid- 
der, and giving proper bonds to complete the same, he was 
awarded the contract at ($2375) twenty-three hundred and 
seventy-five dollars, and the work was completed in a satisfactory 
manner. One thousand dollars which was due from the county, 


has been paid to the town treasurer.

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The Board’s attention was called to the fact that the pipe put 
in several years ago to carry the surface water from Union street 
to the Charles river, was not carrying the water off as it should, 
flowing back on to private property. In order to remedy the 
evil, it was necessary to take up the old pipe and lower it in order 
to get sufficient fall. This we decided todo, as in our judgment 
it was for the best interest of the Town. It was late in the fall 
and the appropriation for streets was exhausted, but after con- 
sidering the matter, we decided to have it done rather than have 
suits brought against the Town. ‘The work was done at an ex- 
pense of $205.00. 


There was appropriated one hundred dollars ($100) to clean 
out Broad’s brook, which was done under the direction of the 
Board of Health, who employed Mr. Chamberlain to do the work. 
After it was done, the Board of Health reported to us that the 
bridge on Leach’s lane was not low enough by a foot .and unless 
this was lowered, the cleaning out would not accomplish the de- 
sired result. As they had no authority to go further, they turned 
it over to us to do as we saw fit. Seeing the propriety of having 
the bridge lowered, we instructed Mr. Chamberlain to take up the 
bridge and lower it accordingly and at the same time recover it 
with stone instead of plank. In our judgment, it is not good 
economy to cover small bridges with plank. This was all done 
at an expense of one hundred and seventeen dollars and six cents 
($117.06) overdrawing the appropriation seventeen dollars and 
six cents ($17.06). 


The Town has been somewhat unfortunate on account of sev- 
eral suits for damages, having been pressed for settlement. In 
the case of Mrs. Mary McMunn, who sned the Town for five 
thousand dollars, the Board deemed it wise, and for the best finan- 
cial interests of the Town, to affect a settlement. This we did by 
the advice of counsel, by paying Mrs. MeMunn the sum of 
two thousand dollars. 


ee = 
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We settled with Dr. P. R. Manuel for three hundred dollars. 
In this case, the town appropriated four hundred dollars. 


James Donovan presented 2 claim for damages on account of 
the injury to his estate by the change of grade of West Central 
street. Recognizing the justice of the claim and believing that 
we could save the town from needless expense, we settled with 
him for two hundred and fifty dollars, the same offer that was 
made the year before. 


We also settled with Mr. Thomas Barlow and Mr. James Dowd 
for damages which they claim they sustained by the changing of 
grade on Union street. We allowed one hundred dollars in each 
case. ‘Three other claims were made which we refused to enter- 
tain. 


By vote of the Town, the principle of granting licenses for the 
sale of spirituous liquors was adopted. In obedience to the 
people’s will we proceeded to grant nine licenses, after due 
investigation and careful consideration. By the adoption of the 
license policy, the Town has derived a considerable revenue 
which has been used for the material benefit of the streets, 
thereby reducing the tax levy, and consequently the tax rate 
for the year. The license system has been in operation for 
nearly a year, and an opportunity has been afforded our citizens 
of forming a fair opinion concerning the same.

Remarks by Overseers of the Poor. 


In presenting our annual report, we are again obliged to record 
an overdraw of $1045.58. By comparison with the figures of 
last year, a difference of $859.29 is shown in favor of this year. 
We consider this a very good showing, when we take into con- 
sideration the dullness of business during the past year. 


This board made its annual visit to the farm on Feb. 23, and 
took an inventory of the personal property. There is an increase 
in valuation of $499.75 over last year. 


John F. Murphy, State Inspector of Public Buildings, visited 
the almshouse on Feb. 15, and pointed out some improvements to 
be made for better protection against flre. We have had placed 
in the Town Warrant, an article asking for an appropriation of 
$100 for the purpose of complying with Section 1, Chapter 426, 
Public Statutes, as recommended by him. 


We expended during the past year about $100 in replacing the 
old pipe that supplied the almshouse with water, which amount is 
charged to expenses of Indoor Poor. 


The present number of inmates in the al.ushouse is 13. 


We engaged the services of William Richards, M. D., as town 
physician for the past year, and also reappointed the present 
warden of the almshouse. Mr. Ivory Hayes, both of whom have 
given entire satisfaction to this board. 


The late John B. Walcott bequeathed to the Town of Natick, 40 
shares of the corporate stock of the Chicago, Burlington and 
Quincy R. R., the interest and principal thereof to be allowed to 
accumulate for a period of 50 years, the interest on said accumu- 
lation to be devoted thereafter to the relief of the poor of the 
Town of Natick. 
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This bequest was made to the Overseers of the Poor, but they, 
not seeing their way clear in the matter, made application to 
the Judge of Probate and were duly appointed Trustees of said 
Fund without giving bonds. 


The present market value of this stock is $95.50 per share, 
the 40 shares being worth, at this rate, $5,820.00. The stock 
pays an annual dividend of 5 per cent. We have received in 
dividends up to date, $150.00, which is on deposit in the Natick 
Five Cents Savings Bank.

REPORT OF THE TOWN PHYSICIAN. 


Lo the Overseers of the Poor: 


In presenting my annual report, I have to congratulate 
your Board on the almost perfect freedom from contagious. 
or infectious diseases with which some of our sister towns 
have been suffering. 


While many of those under your protection have by no 
means escaped the serious additional burden which sickness. 
always entails, the mortality has been very light. 


Ellen Fay was found on the morning of August 27th, in 
convulsions and died the same day, never recovering con- 
sciousness.—Christopher Cooper died Dec. 25th, of pneu- 
monia and James Curley an inmate at the Poor Farm died 
of consumption after a lingering sickness of nearly three 
years. [I have made during the year closing Feb. 28th, 227 
house-calls, treated at my office 138 patients and have visited 
the Poor Farm 43 times. Although filled to its utmost 
capacity as it has been most of the year, there have been 
but few serious. cases of sickness among the inmates. 


The position of Warden and Matron in any institution 
where the promiscuous poor are cared for, whether sent there 
through misfortunes over which they had httle or no control 
or through their own misguided or misdirected‘efforts, is not 
only a responsible position, but atrying one. I cannot for- 
bear the opinion, that it would be no easy task to find two 
persons better fitted than those at, present in charge.

I have bought 1362 double loads of gravel at 10 and 16 cents 
per load, and have used 1070 loads of that in the South Natick 
district. I have also built a bridge on Curve street at a cost of 
- $425.00, which I consider the best in town, and a culvert on 
Washington avenue. I have repaired a number of grates and put 
in six new ones. | 


I would recommend that in view of the favorable results ob- 
tained by the use of crushed stone, that we continue the use of 
the same, and enlarge on it, as far as our means will allow.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF HEALTH. 


This year the labors of the Board have been in the same lines 
as other years. Cesspools and vaults keep the Board busy 
during the summer months, although the town has been in 
as good a condition as could be expected while the filthy 
cesspool system isin use. Ina sandy loose, or dry soil a cess- 
pool will work in a satisfactory manner for years, but unfor- 
tunately we have little soil in the village adapted to sustain 
filtration for many years in succession. Therefore many cess- 
pools which were running well the first few years, are now get 
ting clogged with grease and will become more and more a 
nuisance as the years go by. It is to be hoped that a sewer 
will be adopted soon, before the inhabitants suffer in a greater 
degree from the evils of cesspools and vaults. 

Give us a plenty of pure drinking water and let us have 
our streets and back lots in a perfect sanitary condition. 
These things will be found to be great promoters of temper- 
ance and prosperity.

The cases of Scarlet Fever were of a mild character and 
were too much scattered through the year to be considered 
an epidemic. One death from that disease occurred. The 
town was fortunate in escaping an epidemic of diphtheria, as 
three of these cases were in one family in a populous part of 
the town and were all of a malignant nature. Strict quaran- 
tine and vigorous measures of disinfection confined the 
disease to this house.

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LIBRARIAN'S REPORT. 


Io the Trustees of the Morse Institute: 


GENTLEMEN:—I have the honor to submit the twentieth 
annual report to the librarian of the Morse Institute, giving 
the condition and work of the library for the year ending 
Jan. 31, 1893. 

The accessions for the year are 169 volumes. This num- 
ber comprises 103 gained by purchase, 24 by binding period- 


icals, and 42 gifts, a list of the donors of which may be seen 
in the appendix. The additions by purchase show a decided 
decrease. 

The library has been open 281 days. The number of 
books issued for home use was 27,697 being a gain of 764 
over the previous year. 

The following table shows the number of books issued for 
home reading as compared with the preceding year:

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No attempt has been made to determine the number of 
visitors or the use of books in the reference room. This is 
impossible, with no attendent for the room. In addition to 
the actual reference books consulted, to which the public 
has direct access, 637 volumes have been drawn from the 
circulating department for reference work. 

The total number of cards issued is 468. 180 of these are 
the extra cards allowed teachers, leaving 288 registrations 
for the year. A new registration would be an advantage to 
the library. Never during the twenty years the library has 
been open has there been a calling in of old cards. The 
librarian has discovered in many cases more than one card 
bearing the same name and number, and doubtless there are 
many unnoticed. 

There is a growing request and need of a new printed cat- 
alogue. While the library is more deficient in a card cat- 
alogue, the majority would find a printed catalogue of more 
use. There seemsto be a feeling that a card catalogue is an 
inconvenience, while the most impatient person will search 
untiringly in a printed catalogue. The longer this matter is 
delayed, the greater the task and expense will be. Patrons 
constantly complain of the inconvenience of looking through 
ten annual supplements after not finding the desired work 
in the large catalogue. It is respectfully suggested that the 
town be requested to appropriate a sum of money to pre- 
pare and publish a new catalogue. Such action is necessary 
to secure the greatest usefulness of the library. 

Through the courtesy of our local editors, lists of new 
books have been regularly published in the three papers. 

Two improvements have been made during the year which 
add greatly to the comfort and general appearance of the 
building, namely, tinting the walls and cementing the cellar. 

Mr. Nash occupying the position of janitor for nearly ten 
years, died in June. During this long period of faithful ser- 
vice, he impressed all by his kindly disposition and genial 
manners. 
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Mr. J. H. Coolidge was elected janiotr in July, and after 
one month resigned. The fortunate choice of Mr. F. A. 
Bryant was next made. Mr. Bryant has proved himself 
efficient in every capacity. He is always to be found in the 
building, ready to do with cheerfulness anything desired. 
The Morse Institute will indeed be fortunate to retain a 
man with so much ability and willingness

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REPORT OF THE WATER BOARD. 


Your commissioners beg leave to submit the following report: 


The board organized with Francis Bigelow as chairman and 
Willard W. Wight, clerk. 


The Town Treasurer and Superintendent’s reports will give the 
receipts and expenditure of the departments for the year. 


Under Article 42 of the Town Warrant of March 1892, the 
town appropriated the sum of $200.00 to be expended in digging 
test wells to see if purer water could be obtained for the town. 
The committee appointed in 1891 had looked over the shore of 
Dug Pond with a Mr. Smith, an expert in driving wells, and as 
the appropriation was small, we decided to let Mr. Smith follow 
out the plan, which he advised the committee of 1891. 


Four wells were driven on the North shore of Dug Pond and 
one On the South shore.. The wells on the North shore gave 
about fifty gallons of water each, per minute; the one on the 
South side was a failure. 


The water obtained was about 25 degrees colder than the water 
in the pond, but an analysis showed that there was from four to 
five times as much chlorine in the water as there should be, ifthe 
normal condition of this region was taken as the standard, and 
nearly twice as much as is found in Dug Pond. This indicates 
that the water must come through the ground from a populous 
district, and we consider it unwise to experiment further in the 
locality of Dug Pond, with the expectation of getting pure water.

Report of Superintendent. 


To the Water Board: 


GENTLEMEN.—I herewith present the nineteenth annual report 
of the water department for the year ending February 28, 1893. 

The condition of .he works remains about the same as in our 
last report, with the exception of the hydrants that were put in 
nineteen years ago, many of which will have to be renewed, as 
they have commenced to leak, and there is no way of repairing 
them. The fences at the pumping station and at the reservoir 
will have to be rebuilt soon, parts having been blown down this 
winter. 

Toe report of the engineer at the pumping station shows a 
large increase of water pumped during the last year, much in 
excess of all previous years. He reports all other parts in good 
order. The following account wiil show what has been done and 
the amount of money expended.

ENGINEERS’ REPORT OF FIRE DEPARTMENT. 


The following annual report of the Fire Department for the 
year ending Feb. Ist, 1893, we respectfully submit. 


The apparatus as it stands to-day is in good working order. 
The new wagon, ordered before our last report was made, has 
been finished and put in service at South Natick, which makes 
the third hose wagon put in service in three years. One reel 
still remains in use in Felchville, which we hope will soon be dis- 
posed of, and a wagon putin its place. One horse should also 
be purchased and kept there for the use of the department, which 
could work on the roads in that district. 

Hose carriage No. 3 is stored at J. D. Macewin’s shop. It was 
the intention of the Engineers to place it in North Natick, but as 
the Board of Selectmen have never turned that portion of the 
town property over to the Board of Engineers, they have no right 
there. Eagle Steamer is stored in the shed, in the rear of Central 
Fire Station, awaiting orders. 

It is now three years since we have called for any appropriation 
for hose, this year we shall need from 1,000 to 1,500 feet cf new 
hose.

of balloting, the following question: “Shall licenses for the 
sale of intoxicating liquors be granted in this town?” For

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


The school committee present the following report for the 
year ending March 1, 1893: 

Soon after the opening of the spring term, Mr. I. Free- 
man Hall presented his resignation as Superintendent, to 
take effect May 1. We were fortunate in securing Mr. 
Chas. E. Hussey, a successful educator of long experience, 
to fill the vacancy. Mr. Hussey entered upon his new field 
at the beginning of the fall term with energy and enthusi- 
asm, and from our observation thus far, we believe that our 
schools are receiving able and faithful supervision at his 
hands. We would invite attention to his report submitted 
herewith. The recommendations therein contained receive 
the hearty approval of the Committee. 


HIGH SCHOOL, 


Mr. Ira W. Holt, after five years of successful service as. 
principal of the High School, resigned at the close of the 
summer term to accept the principalship of the High 
School at Arlington. The Committee elected Mr. Herbert 
L. Owen, a graduate of Colby University and, at the time, 
principal of the Weymouth High school, to fill the vacancy. 
Mr. Owen has fully justified our expectations based upon 
his known success as a teacher, and we can assure our citi- 
zens that under his able administration our High School will 
continue to progress. We take pleasure in submitting his. 
report of the work of the school.

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It having been found necessary to increase the corps of 
assistants in the High School, the Committee elected Mr. 
John F. McGrath at the beginning of the fall term. Mr. 
McGrath is a graduate of our High School and of the Bridge- 
water Normal School. The excellent character of his work 
has already demonstrated that we made no mistake in his 
selection.

REPAIRS AND IMPROVEMENTS. 


At Pond street, amuch needed improvement in the two 
upper rooms was made by putting in new and larger win- 
dows whereby proper lighting of those rooms was obtained. 
The roof of the building was found to require strengthening 
and this was done by means of iron rods. Necessary im- 
provements in the sanitary arrangements of the building, as 
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well as repairs of a general character, including the thorough 
painting of school house and out-buildings, have been made, 
concrete walks have been laid and a fence built upon the 
south and east sides of the school-lot. 

At the Centre building, better sanitary conditions have 
been secured by constructing new drains and cesspools. 
Many general repairs have also been made, including re- 
plastering, whitening and tinting some of the rooms, the 
putting in of new black-boards and the construction of con- 
crete walks. | 

At the North school, the buildings have been newly 
painted and thoroughly repaired. 

Repairs of a general character have also been made at the 
Felchville and Harvard street school houses. 

It has been the policy of the committee to repair thor- 
oughly one or two buildings each year, believing this to be 
the most economical and satisfactory way of expending the 
appropriation for repairs.

School Committee. 


SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT. 


To the School Committee of Natick : 


The second annual report of the Superintendent of Schools is 
hereby respectfully submitted for your consideration and through 
you to the citizens of Natick. It is based on my acquaintance 
and observation and work in your schools, dating from Sept. 1, 
1892. 

With the close of the summer term came a series of resigna- 
tions in the corps of teachers; this necessitated filling several im- 
portant places. Mr. A. R. Lewis left, in May, his position at 
South Natick for a superintendency in a neighboring town. His 
place was filled by the selection of Mr. A. F. King, Jr., master 
of a school in Rhode Island. Mr. I. Freeman Hall resigned to 
take charge of the schools in Arlington. Mr. Nelson Freeman 
resigned the mastership of the Centre School, and has now a sim- 
ilar position in Malden. Mr. Henry E. Loring of the Westboro 
Grammar School was chosen to take the vacant position.. Mr 
Ira W. Holt accepted the principalship of the Arlington High 
School, and Mr. L. Herbert Owen of the Weymouth High School 
was elected principal of the Natick High School. Mr. John F. 
McGrath was appointed a submaster in the High School. Miss 
Clarke, Miss Morgan, Miss Grimes, Miss Demeritt, Miss Keohan 
and Miss Moody have also accepted places more remunerative in 
neighboring cities. 

Of the efficient services of all these teachers, who left the Na- 
tick schools to pursue the work of their profession elsewhere, 
there is no question. I have heard many speak their praises, and 
they have left a host of friends who regret their going. Those 
who have taken their places have with unusual ease and facility 
adapted themselves to the responsibilities and requirements of 
their several positions. Mr. Chas. EK. Hussey of Newton was 
elected in July to be the Superintendent of Schools. 
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Ihave found the schools working hard and earnestly at their 
various tasks, in somewhat divergent lines possibly, but having 
in plain view, an intelligent idea of the object for which they 
were founded and for which they are now continued, and a_ well 
defined knowledge of the results to be attained. This state of 
affairs is due to the generous care of the citizens of the town, tu 
the judicious management by school offieials, and to the vigorous, 
persevering and conscientious instructions of the teachers, those 
formerly employed as well as those now filling these important 
places. 

To your continued fayorable notice, I commend the teachers of 
this town. Some of them are spending the best years of their 
lives in the arduous duties of the school room, doing work emi- 
nently satisfactory. They are tbe peers of the best within the 
limits of the Commonwealth. There are others whose education 
has been limited, and whose observation has not brought them 
into contact with workers outside their immediate acquaintance, 
whose horizon should be broadened bysystematic and ample read- 
ing, and still others who are young and inexperienced, and in whom 
the professional spirit is not fully awakened. But to the credit 
of all, without exception, I am glad to bear witness to the prompt- 
ness and energy evident in their work, the willingness and _ readi- 
ness to receive and make use of instructive suggestions, and ‘their 
eagerness to stand in a prominent position among their co-workers. 

The saying that the teacher makes the school was never truer 
than today, and long years after others more famous are forgot- 
ten, the memories of the educated and faithful teacher will re- 
main in the minds of the pupils of today, who must in the 
future occupy the places of honor and trust in our land. To the 
end that the school standard may not be lowered, I urge care 
in the choice of only those persons as teachers, who by education 
and experience and natural adaptability seem well fitted to assume 
so great trusts. 


PHYSICAL CULTURE. 


As a stranger in your schools my attention was at once called 
to the awkward and stooping carriage of the pupils. This is 
especially noticeable in the upper grammar grades, and among 
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those who attend the High School. The pupil who sits and stands 
erect is an exception. The bent shoulders, the contracted chest, 
the lessened breathing capacity, coupled with confinement in ill 
ventilated rooms, both at home and at school, the insufficient 
breakfast (insufficient occasioned by the disinclination to eat 
and want of time on account of the early hour of the High 
school session), are the positive forerunners of early illnesses 
which destroy the comfort and happiness of home, culminating 
finally in the death of young men aud women, who might other- 
wise have been long-lived members of society. 

Of the three departments of an edueation, the mental, the 
moral and the physical, the last should not be regarded as of the 
least importance. A strong mind in a strong body is a truism, 
but no pupilcan stand vigorous mental work from eight to one 
o'clock without having eaten an abundant and nutritious breakfast, 
no inore can the brain be supplied with pure blood, unless the entire 
. lungs are fully and continuously filled with pure air, and no per- 
son can during a school session, sitting in ill designed school 
seats, in crowded rooms, properly breathe,except by well directed 
and regular methods of calisthenic exercises. Realizing the 
necessity and demand for physical training, many of the teachers 
have been investigating the subject, and have introduced into 
their schools elementary exercises in calisthenics,and are anxious 
to be assisted by systematic supervision. 

Mary of the towns and cities around us have adopted the Ling 
System of the Swedish gymnastics, which has been in use in 
Sweden forinany years. It is founded on scientific principles, 
and the results obtained in those cities which have adopted it have 
secured very unanimous and hearty commendation. I have used 
this system in a neighboring city, to the satisfaction equally of 
parents and pupils and teachers. 

A moderate amount of time should be devoted, in the middle 
of each school session to them, taking possibly a few minutes of 
the recesses, and they should be conducted with as much regu- 


larity and care as any recitation. It gives me pleasure to 
add that the School Committee have taken measures to put into 
practical use the Ling System as soon as suitable arrangements 
can be made for the same. I anticipate important and _ sutis- 
factory results in this direction. 
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COURSE OF STUDY. 


Karly in the school year, an urgent call was made upon me to 
revise the course of study as printed in your annual report of 
1884. The natural drifting of eight years had caused marked dif- 
ferences in both the matter and amount taught. Some teachers, I 
found, had quite lost their bearings, as far as that authorized 
course is concerned, and were teaching their favorite studies, to 
the partial abandonment of those equally important. 

To formulate such a course is an undertaking demanding time 
and thought, as well as an acquaintance and a knowledge of the 
special requirements of the schools. 

The solicitations for instruction in music, drawing, sewing, 
manual training, gymnastics and nature studies are too powerful 
to be refused, but to find time and space for them all in our 
short school sessions, without sacrificing subjects which genera- 
tions have regarded as indispensible, is a perplexing problem. 
I am at present revising the course of study, and am making the 
needeil changes and additions as speedily as is expedient. 

The High School course is developing itself regularly in the 
line already made known to the Committee, and is presented to 
you at this time for your inspection and discussion. 


DRAWING. 


The study of drawing has been carried on under the super- 
vision of Miss Annie F. Eager, who has been in charge of this 
department for two years. Miss Eager’s preparation for this 
specialty has been thorough and comprehensive, and she has 
continued the general plan of the work in the same lines as 
formerly presented, and which is in entire accord with the advanc- 
ed ideas in drawing as developed in the schools of Massachusetts 
towns and cities. 

The teaching of various geometric forms by clay modeling, and 
the making of different designs by the cutting of paper have 
been features of the work very instructive and profitable to those 
in the lower grades. About one hour and fifteen miuutes are 
devoted each week to this subject and every school is visited 
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regularly by the supervisor for the purpose of giving a lesson and 
directing the teachers. As an elective, drawing is now taught in 
the High School, with one lesson of an hour each week. In 
January, Mr. Henry T. Bailey, Agent of the State Board of 
Education, visited several of ‘the schools for their inspection, and 
pronounced the work progressing in the right direction, and the 
results shown as worthy of commendation. 


SINGING. 


The music in the schools since September has been iu charge 
of Miss Ellen A. Bartlett, and with the cordial co-operation of 
the teachers the work in that department is progressing pleasantly 
and thoroughly. Miss Bartlett seems well adapted to the teach- 
ing of singing, and though she has had no extended experience, 
she has been placed in trying positions and has proved herself 
equal to the eccasion. 

Singing is taught in the High School as well as in every other 
_school in town. I may also add that we are, now in the higher 
grades getting the benefit of former years’ instruction under 
other teachers. Some classes can readily take up a new song 
and learn it with the same precision and care that a problem in 
arithmetic is solved; and it is my opinion that music is as_ well 
taught by most of the regular teachers as any other study in the 
school course. 


EVENING SCHOOLS. 


The school began November 14, and has been in session forty 
evenings. ‘The statistics relative to it are incorporated in this 
report. The regularity of attendance of those who have joined 
the school has been good and is worthy of mention. ‘These few 
have received the benefits of the instruction of excellent teachers, 
have been supplied with ample educational facilities and have con- 
vened in comfortable quarters. It is no fault of the School Com- 
mittee or those in charge that the membership is so low. Those for 
whom he school is supported and who can be much aided by 
further education do not appreciate the efforts in their behalf. 
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MORSE INSTITUTE. 


There can be no more valuable complement to a school system 
than a well selected and well patronized public library. Such an 
acquisition the generous forethought of a former citizen of this 
town has placed among us for the free use of all. It can be 
made of untold profit to the young, and a taste for good reading 
is one of the ends to be sought for in an education. To the 
attainment of that end and that the developing minds of pupils 
may be stored with useful knowledge, constant use should be 
made of the means provided by Morse Institute. 

The Trustees have kindly consented to loan to each teacher, for 
the use of the pupils of her class, eight volumes suitable to their 
work and age. These books may be changed for a fresh supply 
as often as the teacher wishes. Some have already availed 
themselves of this privilege, and all will find their work made 
easier and pleasanter by being able to place in the hands of 
pupils interesting books to supplement the regular work in 
history or geography. <A book of travels, a scientific treatise, or 
a biography, read in youth has often changed the direction of a 
boy’s life. Some writer has said that the history of a country 
can be studied best by reading the lives of its noted men. 

All pupils of suitable age should have library cards of their 
own, and learn to choose such books as will fit them to become 
useful and respected citizens. J call the attention of parents, as 
well as teachers, to their responsibility in this, that the priceless 
hours of youth may not be frittered away and wasted when such 
means of a liberal education are within their easy grasp. 


VACCINATION. 


The public health is always a matter of deep concern. There 
arenow attending the schools probably eight hundred pupils, who 
have never been vaccinated. An occasion might arise in which 
this condition of affairs would be a source of regret. The law of 
the Commonwealth is plain and expressed in the following words, 
‘The School Committee shall not allow a child, who has not been 
duly vaccinated to be admitted to or connected with the public 

chools. ”—Public Statutes Chap. 48, Sect. 9. 
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It is the will of the Committee of Natick that no child shall be 
in the future admitted without a vaccination certificate, and it is 
hoped that all now in the schools will avail themselves of an early 
opportunity during the coming spring and summer to attend to 
this. In other towns and cities in our vicinity this law is enforced, 
and no boy or girl can secure admission to the public schools with- 
out complying with the statute, which was made as a safeguard 
against an epidemic of what was formerly a drealed and very 
fatal disease. ; 


BOUNDARIES OF SCHOOL DISTRICTS. 


There has been, as nearly as I can judge, and is now almost 
entire freedom on the part of parents, in sending their children to 
any school, where they think a superior teacher is in charge, 
paying little regard to the district in which they live. 

This has been a source of chagrin to some teachers. and has 
weakened their efliciency and lessened their usefulness. It has 
also caused that school to be held in less esteem than others. 
Overcrowding of some rooms at the Center School has resulted 
occasioning too low an attendance in the same grades in the out- 
lying schools. 

To counteract this desire on the part of parents and to give to 
each teachera proper number of pupils, I suggest that strong and 
experienced teachers be placed in charge of these suburban 
schools, and that a transfer of a strong teacher to the Center 
School be looked upon with disfavor. Definite lines should be 
decided upon, and no pupil should be allowed to attend else- 
where than in his own district, except for good and sufficient 
reasons, and by recorded vote of the School Committee. There 
are classes in town,whose average attendance is less than 
twenty-five and those whose average attendance is above sixty. 
For many obvious reasons this condition of affairs should not 
exist. The higher classes at the Center School will number in 
September next probably more than one hundred and twenty. 
This will necessitate the occupancy of another room in the building 
for that class, but there is ample room in various buildings, if the 
seating capacity of these buildings is fully employed. 
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The value of the public schools, in the education of the masses, 
in fitting them for the proud position of citizens of the Nation, 
cannot be to highly estimated, and should be impressed with re-con- 
tinued vigor upon the public mind ; but your attention is also called 
to the urgency of the demands of these pupils, who frequently 
are time-servers in classes too little advanced to give them the 
opportunity for their natural mental development. 

The district school of fifty years ago did little, compared with 
the present schools, for the slow and indifferent pupil; they did, 
however, allow the brightest to proceed, both as to the selection of 
studies and progress in these studies, as fast as their energy and 
ability would warrant. 

The tendency of the graded schools is to uniformity, and it is 
frequently carried to that point, where the individuality of the 
pupil is crushed or lost sight of in the undesirable and unobtaina- 
ble aspiration of preparing for the grade higher all the pupils. 
under the teachers’ care. Some teachers are also inclined to esti- 
mate their professional value and standing, or regard it as esti- 
mated by school authorities, by the percentage of their class, 
fitted at the close of the year, for the next higher grade. 

Injustice has been done and dissatisfaction has been aroused. 
among those who have been fettered by this spirit of uniformity. 
It is unnatural, therefore wrong. Pupils are born with different 
capacities to learn, they differ in temperament, some are more 
fortunate in educational means at home, a few enter school at 
eignt years of age, the majority at five, the weak and unhealthy, 
with irregular school attendance, are associated in the same class. 
wi.h the strong and robust. The rate of progress in the extreme 
of the various classes must be very marked, and the children of 
active and vigorous minds and bodies are made ‘ to wait for the 
dull, the lazy, and the feeble, until many months of their precious. 
lives are wasted.”’ I quote from a recent report of the United 
States Commissioner of Education, ‘*The school must provide 
for the difference in rates of development by frequent reclassifi- 
cation. If the brightest pupils are kept back for the slow and 
dull ones, a double evil arises. The bright ones acquire loose, 
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careless habits of study, for they do not have to work one-half of 
their capacity to keep up with the others. The pupils of slower 
temperament are goaded and urged forward by their teachers to 
keep up with the best, and are constantly made conscious of their 
lack of wit, often by stinging sarcasms ; they become discouraged 
and loose their self-respect. The teachers, too, are obliged to 
give most of their time urging on the slower, less mature pupils 
of their classes, and the best pupils are much of their time, in 
the attitude of idle and amused spectators; but this is only half 
of the result. The further consequence is that the most talented 
children are kept eight years on work they can accomplish in six 
years or less.” 

The consensus of opinion is that the progress of the brightest 
pupils is saerificed to the idea of uniformity, and in answer to the 
plea for justice, pupils should have the assurance that they alone 
may fix the time for their stayin any grade, and that, while [the 
studies pursued and knowledge gained should not be entirely 
eliminated from the question, the requisite for advancement shall 
be mental maturity and power. As soon as a pupil has earned 
his promotion, he is entitled to participatein its benefits ; and, if 
entitled, who is wiliing to take the responsibitity of putting any 
barrier in his path? 


REPAIRS. 


To continue the work efficiently in the various departments of 
the High School, I recommend the fitting up of the third floor of 
that building for the use of classes in chemistry and physics. 

The school building at South Natick ought to be heated in a 
manner more cleanly, evenly and economically than by the large 
stoves now used. ‘The change would not require a large expense, 
and be far more satisfactory to parents having children in that 
school. 

To reach Harvard Street School during a portion of the year is 
not an easy task, the approach has been somewhat improved of 
late, but the school grounds should receive substantial attention. - 
The cellar should be cemented and a vestibule placed at the front 
entrance. 
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At the Center School the plastering throughout the building, is 
in a bad condition, and in some rooms is getting to be uusafe. 

Needed and quite extensive repairs and alterations have been 
made recently in several schoolhouses, they have also been painted 
and are now in good condition. 

In closing I wish to express my pleasure at the kind reception 
given me by the citizens of Natick in the execution of the duties 
of my office, my appreciation of the hearty co-operation of the 
teachers in the details of school work, my thanks to the School 
Committee for their generous consideration and cordial support.

Natick High School. 


To the Superintendent of Public Instruction, Natick, Mass. :— 


I herewith submit my first annual report of the Natick 
High School. 

As my work began with this school in September last, my 
remarks must be brief. The school year opened with one 
hundred and thirty-four pupils, counting those that came in 
for special work. At the present writing one hundred and 
twenty-four remain. Of these six are members of the Senior 
class, and twenty-five expect to receive diplomas from the 
two years’ course. 

The principal has aimed to secure, as far as possible, a 
self-governed school. He has endeavored to inspire pride 
in the High School, as an institution belonging to its pupils, 
to Natick, and not to the teachers. He has firmly believed 
that we ought to be prepared for a school where the govern- 
ment could be republican in spirit rather than despotic. If 
the year has been a prosperous one, it must be due to the 
loyal support of the teachers and a large number of pupils. 
Great credit must be given to the Senior class for their 
wholesome influence in the new administration. No class 
has done more to help, no. class could have done more to 
hinder our progress. 

Some changes have been made inthe course of study, 
the advantages or disadvantages of which can better be 
seen next year. While a strong effort has been made to 
serve the interests of the majority, thought has been given 
to the needs of those who wish to prepare for college, or 
the Institute of Technology. The requirements for ad_

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mission to college are broad. If we meet these requirements 
in four years, the work must be hard. While there is a 
difference in the amount of work prescribed in our different 
courses, that difference is more apparent than real. There 
is work enough for all. Ifany parent finds that a pupil of 
the High School has little to do, he may be sure that duty 
is neglected, and that failure is quite sure to follow. Not 
less. than two hours of hard study should be given daily to 
school work at home. A pupil who does less than this 
cheats himself, even though he may receive a diploma. 

It is unfortunate for the school that a four years’ course 
has not been maintained from the beginning of its history. 
The young men and women of Natick who have taken 
courses at college have felt obliged to get a part of their 
preparation out of town. While it may have been as well 
in some ways for them, it is not as well for the school. No 
more wholesome influence could be introduced into a school 
than that of a large, earnest class preparing for college. It 
tends to eliminate boorishness, to make men and women, 
and a self-governed school. Now that we have a four years’ 
course it should be encouraged. Good preparation for col- 
lege ought to be secured here. In some respects a small 
schoo! presents advantages over a large one. Nearly every 
pupil should be fitted for college when he leaves the High 
School, whether he can go or not. Not infrequently it 
happens that the desire for advanced education comes a year 
or so after leaving the public schools. Then a certificate to 
one of our colleges has a money value. It enables one to do 
what he wishes to do without the loss of two or three years 
of time in special preparation. On the other hand the 
purchasing power of a High School diploma is small. In 
this connection it might be said that the criticism is fre- 
quently made that a “High School graduate has no par- 
ticular knowledge of anything. He cannot measure a pile 
of wood, nor a board. Hecannot reckon the interest on a 
note upon which an endorsement has been made. Much 
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less, can he write a business letter in correct English.” If 
this is true of pupils from a four years’ course, how much 
severer might be the criticism upon the product of our two 
years’ course. Glad we are to do all we can for those pupils 
who cannot attend the High School more than two years, 
but for the standing of the school a certificate and not a 
diploma should be given at the end of two years. 

The average age of the pupils that entered in September 
was fifteen years and some days. The age at graduation 
from this school ought not, under ordinary circumstances, 
to be above seventeen. President Harper of Chicago Uni- 
versity graduated from college when he was but fourteen 
years of age. Not a few of the smart men of our time 
graduated from college at the age of seventeen. .To lower 
the age of admission to the High School by one year is to 
add a year to the useful period of the life’ of every pupil. 
For this every teacher in Natick should strive. 

If a boy at the age of fifteen years vigorously protests 
against entering the High School, experience shows that it 
is quite as well to set him at work. A year or two of con- 
fining labor has brought many a boy to himself. After such 
an experience they have entered school and made the most 
of their opportunities. When one is compelled to go to 
school he generally thinks more of defeating the parent in 
his purpose to give him an education than anything else. 
When, at last, after constant annoyance with unsatisfactory 
reports in regard to scholarship and deportment, the parent 
yields and allows him to go to work, the school question is 
practically settled in his case. In the meantime he has not 
been helped, and the school has been injured by his presence. 

The room now used as a chemical and physical laboratory 
is inadequate to the needs of our large classes. The depart- 
ment of Physics is nearly destitute of illustrative apparatus. 
Text-book instruction in science cannot inspire and is 
practically useless. As the day of expensive apparatus is. 
past, for a moderate outlay this department can be put in 
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good condition. Judging from the interest shown by our 
School Committee, we have no doubt that the needs of these » 
important branches will receive attention. 

We have received few visits from parents. We should be 
glad to receive more. Come to criticise if necessary, to: 
encourage if possible.
